The steamship New York, from Southamp- 
ton on the 15 .h ultimo, has arrived, bringing 
four days' lator news from Europe. 

8ir Gtorge Cornwall Lewis, British Secreta- 
ry of War, died in Herefordshire on the loth 
ultimo. 

THE NEW REBEL PIRATE. 

There Is some iuteirstit g news by this ar- 
rival concerning the new rebel pirate Virginia, 
formerly the Japan, which recently escaped 
from Greenock. The English steamer Alar, 
which was before reported as having landed at 
Plymouth seventeen men of the Virginia's 
crew who had been iijured by an explo- 
sion on board that vessel, appears to 
have been employed by the rebel agents 
to help the pirate. The Alar cleared 
from Ncwhaven (England) ostensibly for 
St. Malo, but instead of ptocceding to that 
port, went to Folkestone and there shipped a 
quantity of "provisions," Ac., and a number 
of seamen. The Alar was instructed to ifcer 
towards a certain part of the coast of France, 
and afier some delay the Virginia bore in sight, 
when the "provislous," which were guns, 
arms and ammunition, were transhipped. The 
Virginia has gone westward. She is Baid to 
be of great strength, nnd capable of a high 
rate of si>ecd. and curies ten guns iu addition 
to two of Whitworth's 68-pounders on pivots. 
This is a more formidable; armament than that 
of the Alabama. 

A manifesto of the Central Revolutionary 
Committee of Warsaw has been published, 
formally rejectiug the amnesty offered by the 
Emperor. 

The exact terms of the amne :ty are thus set 
forth in a dispatch from St. Petersburg, of 
April 12th : 

To-day beine the Russian Easter Sucdav, an 
Imperial manifesto has been published, grant- 
ing a full and entire amnesty- to all Poles in 
the kingdom who shall lay down their arms 
and return to their allegiance on the 13th of 
May. The same terms for laying down their 
arms nnd giving in their submissions are also 
fixed for the insurgents in the Western Polish 
districts. The only exceptions are with re- 
gard to ordinary crimes and to such offenses 
as have been committed by the army. The 
manifesto further announces that the institu- 
tions granted to the Poles shall be maintained, 
and, after practical experience, shall be de- 
veloped accordirg to the necessities, ol the 
age aud the country. 

A telegram from Cracow, of April 11th, 
says: 

The insurgents in Marhnopol hive estab- 
lished communication with tne insurgents in 
Samogiiia. A fresh body of insurgents has oc- 
cupied I'olaniee, on the Vistula, in the Sando- 
mir district. Engagements have taken place 
near Mlngos, Kalwarya and Eodz. 

A telegram from Lemberg, of April lltb, 
says: 

Travelers who have arrived here report that 
nnmerous bands of insurgents arc extended 
throughout the country, and that the insur- 
rection constantly assumes more of the char- 
acter of partisan warfare. 

A dispatch from Warsaw of April 12'.h as- 
serts that the Marouis Weilopolski does not 
intend to leave Warsaw, but is engaged in 
drawicg up, with Generil Berg, a project of 
reforms to be introduced into the administra- 
tion of Poland after the euppression of tbe in- 
surrection. 

The Superiors of the Carmelite and Re- 
formed Convents have been placed iu confine- 
ment. 

The committee of the revolutionary govern- 
ment iu Wilna has issued a manifesto, stating 
the abuses of the Russian government, calling 
upou the inhabitants to rise in insurrection, 
and declaring that Lithuania and Little Russia 
are inseparable portions of Poland. Iu con- 
sequence of thic manifesto the peasantry and 
younger portions of the nobility have taken up 
arms against the government.

Tbe enemy bad been forced 
to aght on ground of H'Krker'a own choosing, 
as he promised his foldiers. It was believed 
in both wings that Stoueman's expedition to 
cut the railroad beiween ihe rebels and Rich- 
mond, had proven successful, thus cutting off 
the only path of retreat. So comident was 
Hooker, at Falmouth, ot success, that in con- 
formity with his orders, a force had already 
commenced to rebuild tbe bridge over the 
liAT-pabauuock. The troops are in the finest 
spirit?, and everything looks propitious.

New York, May 4, 3:30 P. M. 
Various rumors are afloat to-day, probably 
to influence stocks, that Hooker's right wing 
had Buffered severely on Sunday. In the ab- 
sence of anything official from Washington, 
and owing: to the rigid exclusion of all dis- 
patches from that point by the censorship, 
considerable credence ia gained for sensa- 
tional stories, bat no reports of disaster are 
credited. 

It is stated that the President has received 
dispatches from Hooker that be has severed 
rebel communication between Bowlinggreen 
and Hanover Courthouse; that 8 locum had 
captured 1,500 rebels after crossing above Fal- 
mouth; that our communication with General 
Stoneman has been cut off by rebel guerril- 
las, bnt will soon be reinstated, and that he 
(Hooker) hopes to capture all the rebels north 
of the Pamunky river. All the news thus far 
is encouraging. 

The rumor is afloat here that 8,000 rebels 
have been captured, but not from a reliable 
source. 

New Yoke, May 4. 

The Times prints the following, dated two 
miles below Frtderick*burg, Sunday morning, 
half-past 8 o'clock: 

Bartlett'a brigade and Newton's division, 
consisting of the 12Ut New York, lttth New 
York, 27th and 5ih Maiue, and Doth Penn- 
sylvania, are charging ur>on the rebel battery 
in front of the Bunnell Honse, led by the 96 h 
Penns\lvania.

National Flag, Soldiers Marching, 
Ac, Seen in the Sky.

On Thursday night last, the 9ih instant, l>e 
tween the hours of I and 10 o'clock, a most 
splendid and gorgeous spectacle was wit- 
nessed in the heavens. A number of in 
tensely bright and vivid lines of light were 
seen stretching up in the Northern horizon to 
the z.-uiih, somewhat resembling those usually 
caused by the wondrous displays of the North- 
ern lights, and were at first taken to be such;

Thou.'h praorly adapted for th? purpose in- 
tended. It was the best position to l*c foiiLd 
shove Tsara - ) (Jit j*oo tbe iwo or T:\llah-itchie 
river. The gallant manner in which G iner.il 
Loring has h< ld it, aud his pertinacity in 
standing bis irroursd now that the enemy hove 
appeared before him with large re»enforce* 
meuis (after being badly whipjicd i jusulics the 
choice made. 

The idea of the Yankees, as publicly ex- 
pressed and private!;. 6pokcn in all their uuol- 
licial correspondence, is ton ink Vicksburg, 
capture Jack* ;n, rut < fl"Grcns<Li, and destroy 
all possibility cf our obt-iiniog Eujvplies 
throughout that rich country bv this one bold 
stroke.

Wh le it would be contraband to till 
tbe destination of the army below, it may 
not be Improper to point out tbe field tbat 
looks most inviting. Our gunboats have 
shelled out tbe rebels from tbeir fortifications 
lately erected at Grand Gulf, so tbat no ob- 
structions prcTent an easy passage of tbe 
fleet up Big Black Itiver a's far as it is navi- 
gable, sod the land force tan easily reach tbe 
Vicksburg and Jucksou railroad bridge across 
tbat stream, and tbus slop tbe last sssla. 
through which the army of Vicksburg can 
get supplies. I don't say this is tbe plan of 
tbe campaign, but IK loyal readers be assured 
that but few days will elapse ere the MM 
army at this point will have presented to them 
the alternative of turning out of their strong- 
hold to fight us in the fi .ld, evacuate the plscc 
on short notice, or surrender, at our discre- 
tion.
